The proposal has.been indorsed 
by both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic City Committees, and by 
many civic and business organiza- 
ticns.” Leaders of the Community 
Fund, Jewish Federation and Cath- 
olic Charities, in urging its ap- 
proval, have warned that unless 
the bond issue is authorized  in- 
creased taxes will have to be levied 
to raise the needed funds. 

Bridge Toll to Retire Bonds. 

The plan is to retire the bonds 
out of Municipal Bridge tolls. 
Charges of 10 cents for private and 
15 cents for commercial vehicles 
using the bridge -are to _ fe- 
main in effect until all the bonds 
have been retired. Harry B. Wal- 
lace, chairman of the committée, 
estimates this would require six or 
eight years. 

Wallace, in a statement last 
night, said’ all efforts had been di- 
rected toward impressing the pub- 
lic with two facts. ““The relief bond 
issue absolutely must pass if we 
are not to witness again a desper- 
ate situation brought about by 
hunger and want,” he said, “and 
the relief bond issue will make 
possible needed relief without in- 
creasing taxes one cent.” 

He pointed out that many organ- 
izations, among them the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Real Estate. Ex- 
change and League of Women 
Voters, have indorsed the bond is- 
sue proposition. Others are the 
Business Men's Association of 
South St. Louis, the Building Own- 
ers’ and Managers’ Association, and 
St. Louis District League No. 1 of 
the Catholic Union of Missouri 

Archbishop Urges Support. 

In addition, statements urging 
support of the bond issue have 
come from Archbishop Glennon; 
Aaron 8S. Rauh, president of the 
Jewish Federation; Sidney Maestre, 
president of the Community Fund; 
the St. Louis Church Federation 
and the Rev. L. Winfield Wickham, 
director of the Lutheran Mission 
and Social Service Center. 

Throughout the campaign speak- 
ers have emphasized that the bonds 
w.il not all be sold at once, but 
only as needed, and have suggest- 
ed the possibility that the entire 
issue may never be sold. The city 
plans to sell the bonds from time 
to time to get funds to appropri- 
ate to Citizens’ Committee on He- 
lief and Employment to supple- 
ment the money raised by volun- 
tary contributions. 

Advocates of the bond issue have 
assured ‘the voters that if the bonds 
are authorized the money will be 
spent carefully. They have point- 
ed to the fact that Citizens’ Com- 
mittee did not draw any Federal re- 
lief funds for September, although 
more than $200,000 was available. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has lent $628,930 to Mis- 
souri fpr relief work in 8t. Louis 
but that money was intended to 
meet requirements for relief above 
local resources only until Dec. 1, 
when it was estimated that funds 
could be secured from the bond fs- 
sue. None of the Federal loan has 
yet been used, but it is anticipat- 
ed about $200,000 of it will be need- 
ed by Citizens’ Committee to pay 
obligations contracted in October. 

It is planned also to devote a 
portion of the bond issue money 
to a program of work relief by giv- 
ing jobs to unemployed heads of 
families on special work for city 
departments. 

How Proposal Reads. 

The bond issue proposal will be 
found with the three proposed 
constitutional amendments on a 
separate ballot. The proposition is 
stated: 

Shall the City of St. Louis be . 
authorized to borrow money and 
issue bonds in the sum of $4,- 
600,000 for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the support. main-- 
tenance and care of children and 
sick, aged and insane, poor per- 
sons and paupers, and for poor

A total vote in excess of 1,650,009 
in Missouri is estimated for the 
election Tuesday, when officials 
from President to Constable wiil 
be chosen. 

The campaign has been waged by 
Democrats, Republicans and Social- 
ists more vigorously than in many 
years. Democrats have capitalized 
to its fullest extent the economic 
condition of the country which 
seemed to make certain a victory 
for them. Republicans, fighting 
with their backs to the wali for the 
first time in many years, refuse to 
admit defeat. The Socialist vote. 
usually negligible in Missouri, is ex- 
pected to be in excess of 50,000. 

Missouri, normally Republican by 
about 40,000 in presidential elec- 
tions, has been placed in the Demo- 
cratic column this year in all pre- 
election forecasts. Estimates of the 
probable plurality for Roosevelt 
have ranged from 100,000 to 400,- 
000. 

Analysis of the Forecast. 

In the opinion of informed stu- 
dents of Missouri politics the totai 
for Gov, Roosevelt and President 
Hoover, the leading candidates, will 
be approximately 1,600,000, and 
for Norman Thomas, Socialist, and 
other minor candidates, more than 
50,000, possibly 75,000. ~ 

A vote of 1,650,000 would tbe 
nearly 150,000 greater than in 1922, 
which was a record.vote in the 
State. 

A recent survey of the views of 
Democratic and Republican locai 
jeaders throughout the State which 
has been published fn these col- 
umns indicated that in their 
opinion Roosevelt will lead Hoover 
by nearly 200,000. This counts a 
30,000 plurality for Roosevelt in St. 
Louis and a 60,000 plurality § inp 
Kansas City and Jackson County.

Democratic leaders believe the

— The 
largest number of votes ever cast 
in an election will be cast Tuesday, 
according to a survey made public 
tonight by Simon Michelet, presi- 
dent of the National Get-Out-the- 
Vote Club, and the leading author- 

-¥ty on voting. statistics. His esti- 
mate indicates that 40,302,000 bal- 
Jots will be counted for the presi- 
‘dential candidates as compared 
‘swith 86,807,638 in 1928. Aside 
‘Yrom any question of corruption, 
‘millions of ballots are cast in ev- 
‘ery presidential election that are 
not counted because they are im- 
‘properly marked. 

Michelet's analysis shows that 
the number of persons qualified to 
vote, as listed on registration books 
‘or rural poll lists, is 47,457,102, the 
highest number in history. The 
total registered in 1928 was 43.,- 
888,492, The author points out that 
previously published figures of the 
‘registration failed to include cer- 
tain rural sections where poll lists 
‘are maintained instead of actual 
iregistration, 

» In former presidential elections 
‘mn average of 15 per cent of per- 
‘sons qualified to vote failed to go 
‘to the polls. That rule held good in 
1928. 

Reasons for Conclusions. 

This year Michelet believes that 
‘not more than 10 per cent of the 
‘qualified voters will fail to vote, 
‘and advance the following reasons: 
\ “J. There is every indication of 
heavy ‘protest’ vote, and ‘protest’ 
voters will not neglect to vote.

The Court’s decision to appoint 
an additional receiver was an- 

unced in the morning when he 

erruled a motion by counsel for 
the railroad to consolidate two 
pending receivership actions. The 
appointment was made later in the 
day after counsel for all parties 
had agreed on and presented to the 
Court the proper orders. 

Why Judge Faris Acted. 

Kurn was named receiver in a 
friendly suit filed by the Hobbs 
Western Co., a creditor of the rail- 
road. The other action was 
broucht ‘by Dora and Charles L. 
Gans of Baltimore, bondholders, 
who objected to the road’s  pro- 
posed refinancing plan. Judge 
to appoint a 


suit, holding that the railroad was 
entitled to another chance to work 
out of its difficulties. 

In refusing to consolidate the 
tvo actions the Court remarked 
that the allegations they made 
were greatly at variance. The 
Gans suit alleged waste and mis- 
management, and named Kurn8 aa, 
one of three directors who had dic- 
tated poliices of the railroad. 

Under the circumstances, Judge 
Faris said, Kurn alone could not 
consistently serve as the receiver 
sucht in the Gans suit. 

While the suits were not con- 
solidated, counsel for all-concerned 
agreed to the appointment of the 

e receivers in each case. 
nd Lonsdale will serve under bond 
of $50,000 each. 

State Suit Cut Short. 

A receivership hearing before 
Circuit Judge Nertoni involving the 
Frisco was cut short when counsel 
were advised that Judge Faris had 
decided to appoint another receiver 
to serve with Kurn, E. W. Foris- 
tel, attorney for the plaintiffs in the 
case in the State court, said that 
action probably would be dropped 
in view of Judge Faris’. decision. 
The matter was laid over until 
Monday.

#ship suit filed in Circuit Court by 


Miss Rena Wolfsheimer of New 
York, a Frisco bordholder. The 
railroad contended Kurn’s appoint- 
ment as receiver by the Federal 
Court removed the case from the 
jurisdiction of the State courts.

Chrysanthemum Show 
At Shaw’s Garden Today 


Blossoms Display All the Beauty Stored Up 
by Growing Things Through- 
out Season. 


All the year’s harvest of loveli- 
ness, it seems—all the beauty 
stored up in growing things on 
misty April mornings and blazing 
August noons—is gathered in the 
Chrysanthemum Show wkich opens 


today at Shaw’s Garden. 

HFiere again one finds the glad- 
ness of that April and the gold of 
that sun. The oriflamme of au- 
tumn—russet oak leaf, golden 
hickory and fiery black gum— 
glorious now against the hazy 
skies, blazes yet more gaily among 
these flowers. 

All the charming ways that any 
flower knows are familiar ways to 
them. The chrysanthemum grows 
like a daisy, a lantana, a rose or 
an anemone. It has learned them 
all in the 20 centuries since the 
Chinese found it nodding in the 
fields. 

Lost only from this harvest are 
the violet and forget-me-not, There 
is no blue, alone of all the colors, 
in the 300 varieties of chrysanthe- 
mum, no room for modesty in this 
triumphant summer paean in the 
face of wintry death. 

Still outdoors, in this unusual 
autumn, is there green in many 
trees. Tropical lilies in the en- 
trance plaza, still spread, warily, 
a little of their opulence to the 
waning sun, though few of the 
hardy chrysanthemums beside the 
pools have been untouched by frost. 
But all that’s forgotten the mo- 
ment one steps inside the Display 
House. 

Brilliance Against Somberness. 


A Japanese garden of sunny 
chrysanthemum-colors is set under 


the somber. foliage of tropical trees 
like a jewel on black velvet. Over- 
head yellow and white and pink 
clusters trail from hanging  bas- 
kets, and other clusters top sien- 
der bamboo standards. 

On either side are massed huge 
blossoms, predominantly yellow, 
white and bronze. The center is 
alight with the brilliance of thou- 
sands of “Caprice” chrysanthe- 
mums, the brightest of the early 
small bush mums, in dozens of va- 
rieties. Towering above them is 
a central circular bed of the regal 
singie-stem types, notably the La 
France, an incurved blossom of 
perfect symmetry, with petals a 
creamy mauve on the outer sur- 
face, a rosy lavender on the inside. 

Vistas beckon toward a bamboo 
Oriental chrysanthemum house dis- 
playing the tallest and largest 
flowers. of all. Among them are 
the fawn-colored “Mrs.. August 
Koch,” the Nagirroo, a magnificent 
tangle of yellow petals, and all four 
of the Turners, white, pink, yellow 
and bronze. 

Japanese “Cascade” Varicty. 

At either end, where the paths 
Mead through the bamboo chry- 
santhemum house, are displayed 
the well-named “cascade” chry- 
santhemums, pendant floral plumes 
introduced here two years ago. 
They are grown from seed sent to 
the garden from Japan. But one 
scarcely pauses to admire them, for 
before him is a second garden, 
cloistered and gem-like, ending in 
a bamboo fence and a_ thatched 
Japanese tea house with a reed-lat- 
ticed window. 

If at length the visitor turns 
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away—one does it reluctantly—he 
finds in this, the north side of the 
bamboo chrysanthemum house that 
separates the two gardens, the fin- 
est flowers of all, and the queerest. 
The finest, perhaps, is the Ver- 
with exquisite petals of pale 
mauve, just tousled enough to show 
that they have a tint of rose near 
the base. One Vermont at the east 
end of the group measures 11% 
inches across. 

For the queerest, there is the 
Japanese “spider” chrysanthemum, 
with its long, slender petals sug- 
gesting, sometimes, an _  unlifted 
fork full of spaghetti. Or there’s 
the Japanese “bearded” chrysan- 
themum, a spiny Medusashock of 
twisted petals. 

Attractive Vistas. 

Back on the south side again— 
for traffic must keep moving in 
the dense throngs that attend this 
most popular of Shaw’s Garden 
shows—one may observe that Flor- 
iculturist Kohl, the designer, pro- 
vided vistas as attractive leading 
to a brilliant splash of. color 
against the entrance balcony—a 
single huge basket of the small 
yellow “Jean Hart.” 

The same variety appears over- 
head in the hanging baskets, along 
with the larger yellow Adele Wal- 
ner, the White Anna, pink Cosmos, 
and the Lady Smith, with lavender- 
tipped pink petals. 

Standing out in the semi-circle of 
chrysanthemums at the base of the 
balcony and in the central bed are 
the larger varieties trained in a 
habit of growth new to St. Louis 
exhibitions. They are aptly called 
“‘decorative.”’ Buds are pinched 
back on the young plant, as in de- 
veloping the single-stem type, but 
several shoots are left growing up 
from the base, so that the mature 
Plant lifts three to 12 large blos- 
soms on stems several feet tall. 

A new exit has been made at the 
southwest corner of the balcony to 
obviate two-way traffic at the east 
door, but visitors still are advised 
to atfond on week-days if they want 
leisure to inspect individual flow- 
ers. The show will continue 
through the month, Last year more 
than 30,000 persons saw it in the 
first week, and Sunday attendance 
for years has averaged nearly 3009 
persons an hour.

How Indorsements Were Made. 
The Bar Association's present in- 
dorsed ticket represents the second 
and final stage of its course of 
preferential voting on candidates 
for judicial and prosecuting offices.

In 
this vote, as many candidates are 
indorsed as are to be nominated 
by the Republican and Democratic 
parties in the primary. The full

In the pre-primary vote taken 
last June, candidates for the cir- 
cuit attorneyship were not consid- 
ered, for the reason that there was 
no contest for this nomination on 
either ticket.

Second Stage of Selection. 
The second stage in the Bar As- 
sociation’s process is its preferen- 
tial vote of choice among the pri- 
mary candidates.

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tremendous, expensive advertising 
by the Bar Association of their 
slate would seem to prove its po- 
litical purpose when there can be 
no honest criticism of my record. 

“On the other hand; I am in- 
formed that about 900 members of 
the bar, many of them members 
of the association, have indorsed 
my record as a Judge and as a 
citizen. They advertised it as 552 
in the primary at thelr own ex- 
pense. I wonder which recom- 
mendation the voters would take, 
the 42 lawyers who decided the 
vote between the Democratic can- 
didate and myself, or the 900 law- 
yers who publicly indorse me? 

Has Favored Court Changes. 

“I fear I have been too active 
and progressive and not sufficient- 
ly complacent with regard to the 
business method of our Courts. I 
have been able to bring about some 
important changes in practices and 
am now endeavoring to change our 
entire business system in conform- 
ity with a system or practice in a 
few other cities, that is modern, 
progressive and fair. I have worked 
hard to put all litigants on an ab- 
solute equality, which cannot be 
under our present system.

Says They Represent the Fullest Use of the 
Federal Power in an Emergency But Can 
Be Quickly Withdrawn. e 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 5-—The 
Yert of President Hoover's address 
here tonight follows: 

In these closing hours of the 


campaign I.am conscious that the 
‘american people are summing up 
ijn their minds the candidates’ 
statements, the issues; weighing 
the expositions of party policy, 
making their appraisals of party 
measures and of men; and thus pre- 
paring themselves individually for 
their final personal decision to be 
expressed by their ballots at the 
polls next Tuesday. | 

I stated a few days ago that the 
most important issue before the 
‘American people at this moment is 
to overcome this crisis. What our 
people need is the restoration of 
their normal jobs and the recov- 
ery of agricultural prices and of 
business. They néed help in the 
meantime to tide them over their 
difficulties in order that they may 
not suffer privation or lose their 
farms and homes, 

There are other measures which 
concern the more distant future. 
We must not lose sight of them. 
But the great balance in which to 
weigh the two great political parties 
today is in their attitude toward 
this immediate problem, because 
in this attitude lies their philos- 
ophy of government, their ability 
to penetrate into causes, their ca- 
pacity to meet emergency and to 
translate measures into action. 
‘And in these balances should also 
be weighed the question of hon- 
esty in presentation to the people 
of the facts so that they may for- 
mulate a proper judgment. 

There is beyond this the com- 
mon, everyday fact as to whether 
the administration measures and 
policies in action. are accomplish- 
ing the purposes for which they 
were set out and therefore deserve 
ratification and retention by the 
people. There also is revealed in 
this accomplishment what we may 
hope for in the way of perform- 
ance for the future. 


Some Hopes Interrupted. 

Many of our hopes for the long 
view development of our nation 
have been interrupted by the ne- 
cessity to devote our concentrated 
attention to the protection of the 
American people from the cata- 
clysm which has swept over the 
world as the result of the after- 
math of the great war. 


Our opponents have endeavored 
to build a fantastic fiction’ as to 
the causes of these events in the 
last three years in order that they 
might blame the Republican party 
with all the distress and disasters 
which have happened, not only in 
our country but in the world, and 
thus resort to the oldest trick of 
politics by stimulating a protest 
vote. But in the pursuit of this 
misrepresentation they have dem- 
onstrated their total lack of under- 
standing of the real situation with 
which the Government must deal 
if we are ever to find our way out 
of this depression. This narrow- 
ness of vision, this incapacity to 
reach to the heart of things is a 
complete demonstration of their 
unfitness for the still gigantic task 
of leading the nation back to nor- 
mal life and the resumption of its 
forward march of prigress. They 
have deliberately avoided and de- 
cried the accumulation of strains 
which grew out of the great war; 
they even ignore that such a war 
took place. They ignore the piling 
up of our national debt and the 
debts amongst combatant nations 
greater than the whole wealth of 
the United States. 

They ignore the loss of the pro- 
ductive skill and intelligence of 
millions in Europe, blotted out by 
battle, disease and starvation; the 
poison springs of political insta- 
bility which lay in the treaties that 
closed the war, the fears and hates 

' that have held armaments to 
double those before the war; the 
new nationalism of a score of small 
nations sprung from the war with 
all their own tariff walls and dis- 
turbances of old channels of trade: 
the ruinous government policies 
which falaciously pought to build 
back to prosperity the impover- 
ished countries of Europe by en- 
larged borrowing, by subsidizing 
industry and employment with 
taxes that sapped the savings upon 
which industry must be rejuvenat- 
ed and commerce solidly built, Un- 
der these strains the financial sys. 
tems of many foreign countries 
crashed one after another. 

Blows Struck at U. S. 

These blows struck at us through 
decreased world consumption of 
goods. 

If-we look back over the dis- 
tress of these years we find that 
three-quarters of the population of 
the globe suffered from the flames 
of revolution, many nations were 
subject to constant change and 
vaccillation, others resorted to dic- 
tatorships and tyranny in desperate 
attempts to maintain some sort of 
social order. 

We are part of a world, the dis- 
turbance of whose remotest popu- 
lation affects our own financial 
system, our markets, our employ- 
ment and the prices of our farm 
products, And we have many 
problems of our own growing out 
-of the great war, the inflation of 

’ ‘valves during the war and the stu- 


pendous increase of our debt; the 
failure of foreign countries to re- 
spond to their debt obligations to 
us. 


Finally, with the desperate crisis 
abroad, the whole world scrambled 


to convert their property into gold 
and thus withdrew from us sud- 
denly over $2,400,000,000 of ex- 
change and gold. These fears 
spreading to our own Citizens, 
caused them to withdraw $1,600,- 
000,000 in currency from circula- 
tion. The effect of this was to 
withdraw vast sums of gold from 
our own use, as wé must protect 
the gold convertibility of our cur- 
rency, with further repercussions 
of credit stringency, unemployment 
and dropping prices. 

Our own economists overlooked 
one great fundamental factor—that 
while our own people consume. 90 
per cent of their production, yet 
no one calculated the effect of 
worldwide fear upon our credit 
system which thereby suddenly un- 
dermined. our industry and com- 
merce. 

In the face of these gigantic, 
appaling. worldwide forces our Op- 
ponents set up the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill, changing as it did the 
tariffs on less than one-sixth of 
our own imports, one one-huf- 
dreths of the world’s imports, and 
introduced long ‘after the collapse 
started, as the cause of all this 
world caastrophe. What an un- 
speakable travesty upon reason 
this explanation is! 

Suppose that we had never had 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill. Do 
you think for one moment that 
this crushing collapse in the struc- 
ture of the world, these revolutions, 
these perils to civilization would 
not have happened and would not 
have reached the United States? 

“Travesty of Argument.” 

And yet in order to make a po- 
litical campaign by which they can 
play upon discontent, so that they 
could hope to create a protest 
vote, they are compelled to set up 
this travesty of argument. By this 
class appeal to the negative im- 
pulses of men they endeavor to 
lead them away from discussion 
of the actual measures which have 
been taken to meet the actual facts 
of the world situation, and to fol- 
low a mirage of miscellaneous 
vague hopes. They seek to lead 
them away from their realization 
that the restoration now begun 
should not be interrupted. 

I would recall to you the un- 
predecented measures which we 
have introduced by which we have 
brought the fulP reserve powers of 
the Federal Government to save 
community values. and protect 
every family and fireside so far as 
it was humanly possible from de- 
terioration. 

We have proved time and 
again in actual war the altruism 
and patriotism of our people, the 
solidarity of their action toward 
a common: objective. But in this 
war against the invisible forces, we 
have seen groups of men attempt- 
ing to profiteer from the miseries 
of our people, both to increase 
their own fortunes and to increase 
their political strength. We have 
seén the very measures we have 
taken for defense’ of our people 
and reconstruction of recovery 
subjected to the cheapest of po- 
litical misrepresentation. We have 
Seen attempts of these same 
groups, even in this national 
emergency, bring forth a philos- 
ophy of government which would 
destroy the whole American sys- 
tem on which we have builded the 
greatest nation of 160 years. 

Indeed, this is the same philos- 
ophy of government which has 
poisoned all of Europe. They have 
been the fumes of the witch's cal- 
'dron which boiled in Russia and in 
its attenuated flavor dpfread over 
the whole of Europe, and would 
by many be introducéd into the 
United States in attempt to secure 
votes through protest of discon- 
tent against emergency conditions. 
We have had to meet such handi- 
caps from our opponents, both 
while méeting the first emergency 
which endangéred the nation and 
in the building of employment and 
agriculture, 

Again Praises the Tariff. 

I have enumerated at various 
times in this campaign the mea- 
sures adopted by the Republican 
administration to meet this emer- 
gency. I have enumerated our 
long-view policies to cement that 
recovery and to stimulate progress 
in our country for the future, 

I will take your time tonight to 
refresh your minds on the unprece- 
dented measures adopted from thé 
beginning of this depression. I 
also will refresh your minds on 
the measures, lack of measures or 
destructive measures proposed by 
our opponents. 

1. The first of our measures, 
which subsequently proved of great 
emergéncy service, was the re- 
vision of the tariff. By this act 
we gave protection to our agricul- 
ture, from. a world demoralization 
|\which would have been far worse 
than anything we have suffered 
and we prevented unemployment 
to millions of workmen, 

2..We have secured extension of 
authority to the ff Commission 
by which the ustments can be

3. At the outset of the depression 
we brought about an understanding 
between employers and employes 
that wages should be maintained. 
They were: maintained until the 
cost of living had ee 4% 

fits had p y van- 
nek ney: are now the highest 
real wages in the world. 

With the concurrent agreement 
of labor leaders at that time to 
minimize strikes, we have had a 
degree of social stability hitherto 
unknown in the history of any de- 
pression in our country. I cannot 
pay too high a tribute to the lead- 
ers of labor, leaders of industry 
and the population in genefal, for 
their intelligent self-control and 
their devotion to the cause of or- 
der in time of stress. 

Last night one of the eminen 
orators of the Democratic party 
bégan his speech in New York by’ 
accusing the Republican party of 
waging a campaign of fear, de- 
claring that the success of the Re- 
publican party at the polis’ next 
Tuesday might be followed by mob 
disturbances to public order, How 
does the gentleman explain the 
last three years of unparalleled so- 
cial calm? Does he mean to 
charge that this magnificent body 
of self-disciplined citizens is sud- 
denly overnight to become a mob? 
Or does he mean to impiy that his 
party is the party of the mob? 
In either event does he mean that 
we must accept the threat of mob 
rule in the United States as a 
guide to our conduct on election 
day? 

Sharing the Work. 

4—An agreement to a spread of 
work where employers were com- 
pelled to reduce production was 
brought about in order that none 
might be deprived of all their jiv- 
ing and all might participate in the 
existing jobs and thus give real aid 
to millions of families. 

5—We have mobilized through- 
out the country private charity and 
local and state support for the care 
of distress under which our wom- 
en and men have given such devot- 
ed service that the health of our 
country -has actually improved. 

6—By the expansion of  atate, 
municipal, and private construc- 
tion work as an aid to employ- 
ment, and by the development of 
Federal 
construction which has been main- 
tained at the rate of .600 million a 
year throughout the depression, we 
have given support to hundreds of 
thousands of families. 

71—By the negotiation of the 
German moratorium and the stand- 
still agreements -upon external 
debts of that country we saved 
their people from a collapse that 
would have set a prairie afire and 
possibly have involved all civiliza- 
tion itself. 

8—We created the National Cred- 
it Association by co-operation of 
the bankers of the country, with a 


vented the failure of a thousand 
banks with all the tragedies to 
their depositors and borrowers. 

9. By drastic reduction of the or- 
dinary operating expenses of the 
Federal Government, together with 
the increasing of the revenues of 
the year 1932 we contributed to 
balancing the Federal budget and 
thus held impregnable the credit of 
the United States. 

Work of the R. F. C. 

10. We created the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation originally 
with $2,000,000,000 of resources in 
order that, having maintained na- 
tional credit, we should trust the 
full resources of public credit be- 
hind the private credit of the coun- 
try and thus re-establish and main- 
tain private enterprise in an un- 
assailable position that with this 
backing of the Federal credit act- 
ing through existing institutions we 
might protect depositors in savings 
banks, insurance policy holders, 
lenders and borrowers in building 
and loan associations, through 
banking institutions expand the 
funds available for loans to mer- 
chants, manufacturers, farmers and 
marketing associations, that we 
should protect the railways from 
receiverships in order that, in turn, 
railway securities in the gréat fidu- 
ciary institutions such as insurance 
companies and savings banks 
might be protected and a score of 
other services performed. 

“In addition to strengthening the 
capital of the Federal Land Banks 
by $125,000,000, we have through 
the Reconstruction Corporation, 
made large loans to mortgage asso- 
ciations for the same purpose, and 
lately we have organized all lend- 
ing agencies into co-operative ac- 
tion to give the farmer who wants 
to make a fight for his home a 
chance to hold it from foreclosure. 

Saving of Gold Standard. 

12. We extended authorities un- 
der the Federal reserve act to pro- 
tect beyond all question the gold 
standard of the United States and 
at the same time expand the credit 
in counter action to the strangula- 
tion due to the hoarding and for- 
elgn withdrawals of gold. 

13. We created the home loan 
discount banks with direct and ‘in- 
direct resources of seyeral hundred 
millions, also acting through ex- 
isting institutions in such fashion 
as to mobilize the resources of 
building and loan associations and 
savings banks and other institu- 
tions, furnishing to them cheaper 
and longer-term capital, to give toe 
them the ability to save homes 
from foreclosure, to furnish credit 
to create néw homes, and éxpand 
employment. : 

14. We secured further authori- 
ties to the Reconstruction ora- 
tion to assist in the earlier liquida- 
tion of deposits in closed banka in 


order that we might relieve distress 


to millions of depositors. Through 
Demogratic opposition, we failed 
to secure authority from Congress 
to carry this on a scale the country 
so sorely needs. , , 

15, We secured -increased au- 
thorities to the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration to loan up'to $300,000,000 
to the states whose resofirces had 
been exhausted, to enable them to 
extend full relief to distress and to 
prevent any hunger and cold in 
the United States. 

Aid for Public Works. 

16. We increased the resources 
to the Reconstruction Corporation 
by a further $1,600,000,000 for the 
undertaking of great public works 


which otherwise would have to 


await finatice due to the stringency 
of credit. These works are of a 
character which, by théir owh 
earnings, will enable disposal of 
the repayment of these loans with- 
out charge upon the taxpayer. 

17. We have erécted a new sys- 
tem of agricultural crédit banks 
with indirect résdéurcés of $300,- 
000,000 to reinforée the Work of 
the intermediate credit banks in 
the financing of production and 
live stock loans to farmers. 

18. We have extendéd the au- 
thority to the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration to make loans for fihanc- 
ing the normal movement of agri- 
cultural .commodities t6 markets 
both at home and abroad. 

19. We have systemati¢ally mo- 
bilized banking and industry and 
business with the co-operation of 
labor and agricultural leaders to 
attack the depression on  evéry 
front. They have sought out and 
given assurance of credits to busi- 
ness and industfy whéte employ- 


ment would be increased and have, 


co-operated in relief of agricul- 
tural mortgage pressures. 

20. We have devéloped, together 
with European nations, a world- 
wide economic conferénce with 
view to relieving pressure upon us 
from foreign countries, to increase 
their stability, to deal with silver, 
and to prevent récurreficy of these 
calamities for the future. 

21. We have givén American 
leadership in development of dras- 
tic reductions of armament in or- 
der to reduce our Own expendi- 
tures by $200,000,000 a year and 
to increase the financial stability 
of foreign nations and to relievé 
the world ’of fear and political 
friction. : 

Disaster and Chaos Averted. 

These are a part of the great and 
effective weapons with which we 
have fought the battle that has 
saved the American pedple ftém 
disaster and chaos. They are still 
in action and advancing along the 
whole front to the restoration of 
récovery. 

I .would call your attention to 
certain economic and social back- 
ground of all these instrumentali- 
ties, that they are so constructéd 
as to act through existing agencies, 
to avoid competition of the Gov- 
ernment with private enterprise 
and responsibilities. Their essence 
has been that of co-dperation, so 
created that with the passage of 
this emergency they can be with- 
drawn, leaving our economic 
structure in its full strength and 
vitality. They represent the full 
use of the Federal power in time 
of emergency to protect the people. 

I recently enumerated at Detroit 
some of the evidences of rechpera- 
tion of the country under these 
measures in so short a period as 
four months since the destruction 
of public confidence by the Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives 
ceased. 

Not to weary you with statistics, 
but. to show the validity of that 
re oy I may mentién that in 
employment over a million men 
have now returned tO work in 
these four months. This is the es- 
timate of our Government depart- 
ments.

Hoarded currency continues to 
return; imports of gold withdrawn 
by frightened Européan holders 
have continued to increase; de- 
posits of banks continue to show 
steady expansion. In four months 
they have increased by nearly a 
billion dollars. This is money be- 
ing put to work and an evidence 
of renewed confidence. 

A further indication of the 
upward movement of industry lies 
in the increased demand for elec- 
tric power, which has increased by 
over 8 per cent in the last four 
months. Every business index 
shows some progress somewhere 
in the nation. 

I do not want to say it in crit- 
icism, for there is no 6ne more de- 
voted to our form of Government 
than myself, but there is one un- 
fortunate incident in our system 
and that is that a change of par- 
ties in power at the national elec- 
tion may come at a difficult mo- 
ment.

1. They passed the Collier bill, 
providing for destruction of the 
Tariff Commission by reducing it 
again to a miere statistical body 
controlled by the Congress. Had 
they succéeded, the rélief which 
you do sorely require from compe- 
tition of countries of dépreciated 
currencies would now be impossi- 
ble. 

2. .They attempted to instruct 
me by legislation to call an inter- 
national conference through which 
the aid of foreign nations was re- 
quested to lower American tariffs, 
by which the indepéndence of the 
United Sta control of its do- 
mestic polfciés was to be placed 
in the hands of an international 
body. 

3. They passed an act instructing 
me to négotiate: reciprocal tariffs, 
the result of which would only be 
to deprive some locality of its tar- 
iff protection for thé benefit of 
another, and by which the only 
possible agreements would involve 
the reduction of farm tariffs in 
order to build up markets for 
other goods. 

4. They passed an omnibus pen- 
sion bill with unworthy payments 
as an indication of their econom- 
ical temper. 

5. They passed an- inadequate, 
patchwork revenue bill, the injus- 
tices of which to different indus- 
tries and groups must yet be rem- 
edied. 

6. They passed Indian claims 
bills to reopen settlement of 75 
years ago in order to favor certain 
localities at the expense of the 
public treasury. 


“Rubber Dollar” Measure. 
7. They passed a bill instructing 
the Féderal Reserve System and 


the Treasury to fix prices at aver- 
ages prevailing during the years 
1921 to 1929 by constantly shifting 
the volume of currency and credit 
and thus creating every uncertain- 
ty to business and industry by a 
rubber dollar. This bill was 
stopped, but it has not been re- 
moved from their political calen- 
dar. 

8. They defeated a large part of 
the national economy measure pro- 
posed by the administration, by re- 
duction of ordinary expenditures 
from $250,000,000 to less than $50,- 
000,000, a part of which we sub- 
sequently rescued in the Senate.

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TEXT OF ROOSEVELT SPEECH 
‘TO THE RANK AND FILE OF

address tonight in Madison Square 
Tonight we close the campaign. 
Our case has been stated and made. 


In every home, to every individual, 
in every part of our wide land, full 
opportunity has been given to hear 
that case, and to render honest 
judgment.on Tuesday next. 

From the time that my airplane 
touched ground at Chicago up to 
the present I have consistently set 
forth the doctrine of the present 
day Democraey. It.is the program 
of a party dedicated to the convic- 
tion that every one of our people 
is entitled to the opportunity to 
earn a living, and to develop him- 
self to the fullest measure con- 
sistent with the rights of his fel- 
lowmen. . 

You axe familiar with that pro- 
gram. You are aware that it has 
found favor in the sight of the 
American electorate. The move- 
ment comes not from the leaders 
of any group, of any faction, or 
even of any party. It is the spon- 
taneous expression of the aspira- 
tions of millions of individual men 
and women. These hopes, these 
ambitions, have struggled for 
realization in different ways, on the 
farms, in the cities, in the factories, 
among business men and in the 
homes.. These have found at length 
a common meeting ground in the 
Democratic program. ; 

Tonight we set the seal upon 
that program. After Tuesday, we 
go forward to the great task of 
its accomplishment and, we trust, 
to its fulfillment. 

Great Guiding Principle. 

There can be only one great 
principle to guide our course in the 
coming years. We have learned 
the lesson that extravagant advan- 
tage for the few filtimately de- 
presses the many. To our cost we 
have seen how, as the foundations 
of the false structure are under- 
mined, all come down together. 
We must put behind us the idea 
that an uncontrolled, unbalanced 
economy, creating paper profits 
for a relatively small group, means 
or ever can mean prosperity. 

It Was “Fake Prosperity.” 
Exactly four years ago, on a sim- 
ilar occacion, the Democratic par- 
ty, in closing its campaign, stig- 
matized the condition, then called 
“prosperity,” in truly prophetic 
language with the label ‘“‘false pros- 
perity.”” You know how, and Amer- 
ica knows, the justice of that label. 
The reasoning then was as simple 
as is the analysis now. While the 
families upon our farms are in 
want, there can be no safety for 
the families of the workers in our 
cities. 

There is an interdependence in 
economics, just as there is a broth- 
erhood in humanity. Loss to any 
is loss to all. 

Today we struggle against the 
inevitable result of wandering aft- 
er false gods. Confident in the 
sinew and fiber of American life, 
we know that our losses are not 
beyond repair. We know that we 
can apply to the great structure we 
have built, our power of organiza- 
tion. our fertility of mind and the 
intélligence and the foresight need- 
ed to make that structure more 
serviceable. We refuse to be op- 
pressed by baseless fears that our 
firesides are to become cold or that 
our civilization will disappear. We 
know that by the united effort of 
us all, our fear can be dissipated, 
our firesides protected, our ¢co- 
nomic fabric reconstituted and our 
individual lives brought to more 
perfect fulfillment. 

Victory Not Merely Partisan. 

In that united effort, I make 
bold to include not only you, the 
members of my own party; not 
only the great independent masses 
who seek relief from an admin- 
istration which has served them ill; 
not only the liberal-minded ele- 
ments in all parts of the country 
who have joined in creating the 
program we are proud to offer: 
but also the men and women in the 
ranks of the Republican party, 
whose interests must also be ours. 

The next adminstration must 
represent not a fraction of the 
{Tnited States, but all of the Unit- 
ed States. No resource of mind or 
heart or organization can be ex- 
eluded in the fight against what 
is, after all, our real enemy. Qur 
real enemies are hunger, want, in- 
security, poverty and fear. Against 
these there is no glory in a victory 
only partisan. 

The genius of America is strong- 
er than any candidate or any party. 
This campaign, hard as it has been, 
has not shattered my sense of hu- 
mor or my sense of proportion—lI 
still know that the fate of Amer- 
ica cannot depend on any one man 
fhe greatest of America is 
grounded in principles and not on 
any single personality.

FORMER CANAL ZONE ENGINEER 
KILLED DEFYING POLICEMAN 


Desperate From Unemployment, 
late Col, Goethals. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—Driven - to 


desperation by fruitless search .for 
work over several ‘months, and 
probably ailing mentally from the 
same cause, Charles Bock, a for- 
mer Canal Zone engineer, started 
out today to “get money somehow” 
and wound up a few hours later in 
a morgue, shot to death by a po- 
liceman. 

Bock first stormed a relief sta- 
tion, but refused to wait in line 
and went to the headquarters of 
the United Charities, -where he 
complained about the delays at the 
relief station, announcing. he was 
going pack there and shoot up the 
place.

A policeman, stationed in the 
rear of the store because of fre- 
quent holdups, came to the front 
and Bock ordered him to deliver 
his revolver. The policeman said 
he had no gun, but threw his club 
at Bock. Then he drew his pistol 
and began shooting. Bock had 
drawn both his revolvers and was 
shooting. The policeman fired six 
shots ewithout effect, ran outside 
and reloaded his service pistol. Re- 
turning, he fired one shot which 
struck Bock in the temple, killing 
him instantly.

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MILLS ENDS SPEAKING 
CAMPAIGN IN NEWARK 


Secretary Says  Roosevelt’s 
Pledge to Cut Costs 25 Pct. 
Can’t Be Kept. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 5.—Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Mills prom- 


ised in a campaign speech tonight 
to “see to it” that if Gov. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt is elected “he will be 
reminded at every session of Con- 
gress while he is President’ of a 
promise to reduce Federal expendi- 
tures 25 per cent. 

Mills quoted Gov. Roosevelt as 
saying in Brooklyn last night ‘that 
at Pittsburgh he had promised a 
reduction in the cost of government 
and set forth in detail the means 
by which it could be accomplished.” 

“This is a mistatement of fact,” 
Mills continued. “Neither in his 
speech at Pittsburgh nor.in any 
other speech has he indicated one 
single item of Federal expenditures 
which he would do away with or 
which he would reduce. 

Four Billion Dollar Normal Basis. 

“He pledged himself to reduce 
the expenditures of the Federal 
Government by 25 per cent with- 
out specifying the year he took as 
a base. Now if he took the fiscal 
year 1932 as a base> where the ex- 
penditures were enormously § in- 
creased by such items as a half a 
billion dollars for the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation and 
$125,000,000 for the _ capitalization 
of the land banks, his promise was. 
meaningless, for'as the President 
pointed out, suich a reduction has 
already in large measure been ac- 
complished this fiscal year. 

“But, if he means that he would 
reduce the cost of government 
from four billions of dollars, which 
is the rate at which it is now run- 
ning on a normal basis—from four 
billion to three billion dollars— 
then I say to you that that is just 
another promise that he can't keep. 

Says It Can Not Be Done. 

“He knows he can’t keep it. And 
here publicly for the sake of the 
record, because if he is elected [| 
am going to refer to it in the days 
to come, I forecast if Mr. Roose- 
velt becomes President of the Unit- 
ed States that not in any single one 
of the four years will the expendi- 
tures of the Federal Government 
be reduced to three billion dollars.” 

In what he said was his last 
speech of the campaign, Mills de- 
clared the Democratic nominee had 
dealt only in “glittering generali- 
ties’”’ throughout the campaign. 

He assailed the Democratic 
stand on the prohibition question 
as “vote getting, but in practical 
solution impossible of accomplish- 
ment in short of a generation.” 
Millis said he seeks a change, “not 
only because the present law needs 
a change, but because I am in- 
terested in a ne@w source of reve- 
nue for the Treasury.”

HORNER AND SMALL ASSAIL’

Both Sides Predict 500,000 Major- 
ities as Campaign Closes in 
Series of Meetings.

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.— With both 


sides predicting majorities of half 
a million votes, the 1932 Illinois 
political campaign went into its fi- 
nal stage tonight. 

From platforms in half a dozen 
sections of the city, the candidates 
for Governor—Len Small, Repub- 
lican, and Judge Henry Horner, 
Democrat—reviewed their records, 
outlined their positions, and crit- 
icised each other's stand on prac- 
tically every issue. 

Accompanying them in antomo- 
biles from one mass meeting to an- 
other were practically all the Il- 
linois candidates up for a State- 
wide vote next Tuesday.

strangling political power.” 

Horner declared: “My opponent 
has told the people downstate that 
unless he were elected they would 
be at the mercy of the terrible peo- 
ple of Chicago.

SEDALIA, Mo., Nov. 5.—James 


A. Reed, former United States fon- 


ator from Missouri, asserted here 
tonight that, whenever President 
Hoover: charges Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt with being a 
because he is supported by Repub- 
lican Progressive Senators, the 
President “writes himself down as 
a cheap demagogue and a poor va- 
riety of fakir.” 

In a Democratic campaign’ ad- 
dress Reed said that, if Senators 
Norris, La Follette, Blaine, John- 
son and Cutting “had joined Hoo- 
ver’s forees, they would have been 
put in the forefront of the battle 
and praised as the greatest patri- 
ots and greatest Republicans of the 
day. 

“The fact is that Mr. Hoover, by 
his unsound methods, by his waste 
and extravagance, and by his in- 
competence, has made is impossi- 
ble for these lifelong Republicans 
to give him their support.” 

“Demagogic Misconstructions.” 

Reed said that “Mr. Hoover has 
been misinformed and misled by 
the gentlemen who write his 
speeches for him.” 

The addresses, Reed continued, 
“have three characteristics: 

“1. In many respects they are in 
the teeth of the facts. 

“2. In many respects they par- 
tially state the facts, leaving out 
important,and qualifying condi- 
tions. 

“3. They indulge in the kind of 
pettifogging and demagogic mis- 
constructions which one would ex- 
pect to hear only in the court of a 
Justice of the Peace or upon the 
hustings by an irresponsible candi- 
date.” 

Reed asserted that Mr. Hoover 
as a member of President Hard- 
ing’s Cabinet “never 
word of protest” to ‘the horrible 
steal of Teapot Dome and Elk 
Hills.” 

He read a letter which he. said 
Mr. Hoover wrote to Albert. B. 
Fall after the latter’s resignation 
as Secretary of the Interior. Fall 
since has served a prison term in 
connection with the oil scandals. 

The speaker quoted it as fol- 
lows: x 

“My Dear Fall: 

“This note is just by way of ex- 
pressing appreciation for the many 
kindnesses J had at your hands 


|during the last two years in the 


Cabinet. I know that the vast ma- 
jority of our people feel a deep re- 
gret at your leaving the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. In my recol- 
lection, that department has never 
had so constructive and legal a 
headship as you gave it. 

“T trust the time will come when 
your private affairs will enable you 
to return to public life, as there 
are few men who are able to stand 
its stings and ire, and they have 
got to stay with it. Yours faith- 
fully, HERBERT HOOVER.” 

“Congress forced a prosecution,” 
Reed continued.’ “The entire Re- 
publican organization, including 
Hoover, threw cold water upon the 
trial. of these culprits. The trial 
was forced and carried through by 
public opinion and by the united 
Democracy, assisted by nearly all 
of the Progressive Republicans 
whom Mr. Hoover now denounces 
as radical." 

$80,000,000 Loan to Dawes. 

Reed characterized as an ‘“‘aston- 
ishing statement’ the President's 
account at 8t. Louis last night of 
how the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation aided the Dawes bank 
in Chicago. He asserted that “the 
arrangements must*have been par- 
tially, if not totally, concluded” 
while Charles G. Dawes ‘‘was act- 
ually in charge of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation.”’ 

Reed said that within’ 12 days 
after Dawes’ resignation as chair- 
man of the corporation a loan of 
$80,000,000 to the bank was con- 
cluded.

NORMAN THOMAS FOR 


PEACEFUL REVOLUTION’ 


He Declares There Is No Other 
Solution to Period, of ‘‘ Ethical 
Bankruptcy.” | 


By the Associated Press. 
| NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—A “peace- 


ful revolution” was held the only 
way out of present economic’ dif- 
ficulties by Norman Thomas to- 
ay addressing a campaign picnic 
rally at which Heywood Broun 
presided. 

“T have seen in my travels about 


our drifting out of this depres- 
sion,” said the Socialist presiden- 
tial candidate. “Our debts are in- 
creasing and our wages are de- 
creasing. 

“We have never in the history 
of the United States drifted out 
of a depression where wages were 
so low and agricultural products 
lagged so far behind. I have no 
optimism to report for. more than 
temporary recovery. 

‘tT am for a peaceful revolution 

for that is one, if not the only, so- 
lution. We do not adapt ourselves 
to dictatorship. We have come,to 
a time of ethical bankruptcy and 
the wholesale destruction that vio- 
lence entails is anything but de- 
sirable. I see no alternative to 
starvation punctuated. with riots 
but the struggle of peaceful revo- 
lution.” 
At other meetings in Brooklyn 
and Queens tonight Thomas ex- 
pounded the Socialist industrial 
plan. 

“T am not trying to paint Utopia 
or to draw an exact blueprint for 
the future,” he explained. “I am 
pointing out the lines along. which 
we can work and the tmmense 
hopefulness of applying the same 
sort of brains to social uses of ma- 
chinery as we have heretofore ap- 
plied to inventing machinery and 
integrating it in one factory.” 


At Paterson, He ’Says Capitalism 
is Post Hope. 
By the Associated Press. 

PATERSON, N. J., Nov. 5.—Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist candidate 
for President, charged the “epoch 
of capitalism’’ today with cheating 
the workers of their own products 
—‘‘a crime never before matched in 
human history until the machine 
age.” . 

In a campaign speech, Thomas 
said that Paterson and Passaic could 
manufacture enough textiles to 
clothe the population of America, 
*“‘yet your own children go half-clad 
and hungry.” 

The cause of the workers, he 
said, demands “nothing less than 
peaceful and orderly revolution.” 

Thomas recalled the textile 
strikes several years ago in Pater- 
son and Passaic and his own arrest 
at that time. He termed the 
strikes victories for the workers 
because “we broke down the mon- 
strous attempt of the Sheriff to set 
up a riot law under his own direc- 
tion as if it were equivalent to mar- 
tial law. 

“The great industries of Amer- 
ica,” Thomas went on, “are past 
hope of serving: the interests of the 
workers in this declining epoch of 
capitalism. . .. The crime of being 
unable to use that which we can 
abundantly produce is a crime in- 
herent in the very nature of the 
capitalist system.”’ 

Thomas asked for a solid Social- 
ist vote Tuesday. He made the re- 
quest, he said, because he had been 
advised that many who planned to 
vote the Socialist ticket in general 
expected to vote for the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress. 

Thomas said that only-about 50 
per cent of the unemployed would 
be put back to work if the 1929 
productive level were restored be- 
cause of the operation of machines 
and labor-saving devices. A dollar 
a day, he said, had become “almost 
an average wage for labor.’”’

In every landslide such as it ap- 
pears this election will prove to 
be, there is a wide difference be- 
tween the vote for the presidential 
candidate and for the candidates in 
the State ticket. This primarily is 
due to the fact that many thou- 
sand voters who create the land- 
slide by deserting their party can- 
didate for the presidency, vote 
their party ticket for other offices. 
This was indicated clearly in 1928.

The Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, however, ‘carried the State 
by only 560,000. 

So this year, when the trend is 
to Roosevelt, the Democratic can- 
didates for State office cannot ex- 
pect to get more than a share of 
the Republican votes which go to 
the head of the ticket.

| tion to this. reason for running be- 


hind the presidential candidate, 
Park will suffer to an undeter- 
minable extent from the anti-boss 
campaign waged against him. 

If Missouri should go 200,000 for 
Roosevelt, Winter could win only 
if' 100,000 of those voting for 
Roosevelt should scratch Park and 
vote for Winter, Such a number 
of scratches could hardly be ex- 
pected.

Documents Seized and Toy- 
ama’s Son Accused of Pro- 
tecting Assassins of Inuaki. 


(Copyright, 1932.) ~ 

TOKIO, Nov. 5.—The raid on 
the home of Mitsuru Toyama, who 
is looked up to as a god by thou- 
sands of reactionaries who would 
not bat an eye to give up their 
lives for him, has caused a sensa- 
tion throughout the nation. 

So great is the awe in which 
Toyama is held that Asahi and 
Nichi Nichi, Tokio’s leading news- 
papers, fearing possible retaliation, 
did not mention Toyama’s name. 
The public would not have been 
more greatly shocked if police had 
raided the Premier’s house. 

The raid was carried out sud- 
denly this morning under the 
guidance of Prosecuting Judge 
Kiuchi and Examining Judge Na- 
kasato, aided by a number of de- 
tectives and police. 

Important secret documents are 


reported to have been seized. To- ‘ 


yama’s son, Shuzo, is charged with 
protecting Premier Suyoshi Inukai’s 
slayers and supplying pistols to 
the assassins. (Inukai was slain 
May 16.) 

The public, however, remains in 
the dark regarding what it is all 
about. 

It is impossible to predict the 
outcome of the raid, some quarters 
minimizing the question by point- 
ing out the fact that Toyama him- 
self is not involved. Others take 
an opposite view, and declare that 
police Have unearthed a plot to 
spread ‘“white térrorism” by 
throwing Tokio into darkness and 
assassinating the leading figures. 

Hitherto police had been unable 
to raid or even question Toyama, 
but, being convinced that the re- 
actionaries were getting even more 
dangerous than Communists, they 
felt that their hands were forced.

_ Sues for $50,000 Legacy, 
Half of Personalty. 


~ Mrs. Lavinia A. Higgins Spencer 
of New York, in an aswer filed 
yesterday in Circuit Judge Nor- 
toni’s court, seeks a legacy of 
$50,000 provided for her in the 
will of her divorced husband, Louis 
A. Waltke, investment broker. It 
was provided she wags to receive 
the bequest if uot married at the 
time of Waltke’s death, which was 
Oct. 15, 1931. 

After her divorce from Waltke 
she married Albert Spencer in 
1928. She asks that proof be taken 
to ascertain whether it was testa- 
tor’s intention to raise the question 


of her marriage at the time of his 
death or at the date of execution 
of his will. which was signed Jan. 
10, 1928. She contends the bequest 
in her favor is valid. 

Mrs. ‘Spencer also claims the 
right of a dower interest to Walt- 
ke’s personal estate, which, in‘ her 
case, would amount to one-half, 
as -well as one-third interest in 
realty. The personal estate was in- 
ventoried at $233,000, and the real- 
ty has an estimated value of $10,- 
000. Her dower claim is based on 
the theory she was the innocent 
party, being divorced through 
Waltke’s fault, and consequently 
she is not barred from participa- 
tion. A representative of the estate 
said Mrs. Spencer cannot legally 
assert this claim. 

The answer is in a suit filed by 
the administrators of the estate to 
construe the will. Besides deter- 
mining the former wife's right to 
participate, the Court is asked to 
interpret a provision disposing of 
the residue of the estate after pay- 
ment of two $59,000 bequests to 
two sisters. 

The will directs that Waltke's 
father, Louis H. Waltke, 6521 Wa- 
terman avenue, wealthy former 
soap manufacturer, shall distribute 
the residue among such charities 
as he may determine. This would 
include the son’s one-fifth interest 
in $2,500,000 trust created by the 
elder WaltkKe in favor of members 
of his family, including three sons 
and two daughters. Under the pro- 
visions of the trust agreement, 
each beneficiary was given the 
right to dispose of such interest 
by will, but if no such disposition 
was made, it was to be distributed 
to lawful heirs. 

It is the contention of some of 
the heirs-at-law that the clause 
disposing of-the residue of the es- 
tate is void because it is indefinite 
and cannot be carried out. In ad- 
dition it is stated that Louis H. 
Waltke has declined to designate

T the end of the war it was obvious 
that an effort was needed to clean 
up and reorganize political life. It was 
then that the United States, led astray by 
a noble sentiment, made its fatal mistake. 
The. effort that should have gone. to the 
reorganization of the old democracy was 
made, instead to deprive the American 
people of alcohol. 


The idea was a fine and great one, but 
the task was beyond the strength of even 
the most powerful of states.

American state.

Says Upper Classes Dropped Reins. 

The upper classes of America, after the 
War of Secession, made a great effort of 
money, brains, will and work to enrich, edu- 
cate, develop and civilize the huge continent 
that they had in their possession. 

They made practically no effort ito im- 
prove the state and its institutions. They al- 
lowed themselves to be governed by the oth- 
er side of the Atlantic, by the political in- 
dolence that was common to the upper classes 
of the entire West from 1870 to 1914. 

Encouraged by the false sense of security 
in the world, the upper classes of America 
began to take less and less interest in poli- 
tics and gave their attention wholly to busi- 
ness; education, charity, elegance, art.. When 
they did trouble themselves with public af- 
fairs, it was to embark the United States on 
a policy of armaments, colonial conquests and 
nationalism; that is to say, to bring their 
republic closer to the spirit and methods of 
the European monarchies. The almost re- 
ligious admiration for Germany and her Em- 
peror that I encountered in the United States 
in 1909 was the medium of European influ- 
ence. And the American democracy was left 
by the elite to its own devices. 


Strain on the Constitution. 


A dangerous neglect! The American Con- 
stitution, so much admired by the world, was 
intended for less than 4,000,000 people; for 
an agricultural, puritan, simple society liv- 
ing on an equality basis in a relatively re- 
stricted territory, a white aristocracy served 
by black slaves. 

Today that same Constitution is supposed 
to provide for the well-being of an immense, 
fabulously rich continent, industralized to the 
utmost degree, where all the races of the 
earth, including the former slaves, are mixed 
up together and enjoy the same political 
rights—a society of 120,000,000 people, gov- 
erned by a universal suffrage of both men and 
women. 

What was going to become of this enor- 
mous heterogenous body, left to itself by the 
gradual secession of the elite, in the midst 
of all the easy temptations of a fabulous pros- 
perity, in a period when the whole world was 
playing heediessly with the forces of evil? For 
the order seemed to continue all by itself, by 
some kind of miracle. 

Twenty-four years ago, at the time of my 
first trip, I could already see that the political 
and administrative machine of the United 
States showed many outstanding faults to 
which the whole country’s obvious anxiety to 
do right resigned itself rather too easily. — 
“Corruption and Violence”. _- 

Terrific expenditure and indifferent, we 
might even say no result, much corruption 


mingled with a certain dose of violence; that 
was my’impression. 

On my return to Europe, the waste, the 
political corruption, the administrative disor- 
der, of which we complained in the old world, 
seemed no more than child's play compared 
with what I had seen in the new. 

Then came the World War. One fine day 
the people of the United States, too, were 
compelled to realize that the miraculous pr- 
der they were enjoying was a feeble human 
creation that a breath was sufficient to sweep 
away. But with artificial enrichment, the 
collapse of fortunes, the concentration of pow- 
er and suppression-of contral entailed by the 
war, in America as everywhere else, the evils 
from which the United States was suffering 
grew rapidly worse. 


Prohibition “Fatal Mistake’’. 

At the’end of the war it was obvious that 
an effort was needed to clean up and reor- 
ganize political life.

By imposing a su- 
perhuman task on an already aging and ailing 
democracy, prohibition has completed the gen- 
eral disorganization of the American state. 

Last year, when I compared what I saw 
with what I had séen 23 years previously, 
I found a remarkable improvement in al- 
most every direction. But there was one ex- 
ception, the political side. Already bad in 
1909, it had grown much worse, especially in 
individual states and the towns. I shall not 
quote any facts. The most significant are 
already known to all. 

The conclusion is that, above any and be- 
yond the triumph of the Republican or Demo- 
cratic party, there is a still more: important 
question; the necessity for the upper classes of 
America to make a serious effort to reorgan- 
ize their old democracy and to apply te poli- 
ties half of the energy, work and money that 
they have been expending for the last half- 
century in all other branches of social activ- 
ity. It will be less easy and perhaps less 
congenial, but it is urgent, both for tue United 
States and for the world. 


Sees Political Decay. 

It is impossible that a people should pro- 
gress and live in happiness while its political 
institutions are falling into decay. The con- 
tradiction cannot last indefinitely. In the end, 
either the state improves along with the reat, 
or the whole nation is infected with its dis- 
ease. 
The Americans have been able to believe, 
for half a century, that the imperfections of 
their political system would eventually level 
themselves up by financial losses, of little 
consequence when viewed in the light of their 
wealth. 

These losses—Federal deficits, state deficits, 
+municipal deficits—have attained such pro- 
portions that they are rightly beginning tp 
alarm even the richest country in the world. 
But the waste of money is still only the least 
dangerous fault of the disorganized States; 
the great danger is the moral disorder. 

There are difficult times ahead for the 
| United States as well as for everyone else. 
Are they going to be able to come through 
them without disaster, if their old democracy 
does not somehow contrive to find an elixir, 
of life?

Lack of Majorities. 

If there existed only a small 
number of parties, like those in 
England, of which the opposi- 
tion would be prepared to take 
over responsibility after voting 
a Government down, that might

groups which have been grap- 
pling with one another in the 
German Reichstag, only a ton- 
tinually smaller-growing num- 
ber of them was prepared dur- 
ing the past several years to 
unite and take over governmen- 
tal responsibility. 

The growing disintegration of 
parties into small fragments and 
the continually mounting diffi- 
culty of formulating majorities 
for positive work, gave proof of 
disorganization for which Ger- 
many’s geculiar suffrage laws, 
to a large extent, are responsi- 
ble. 

Germany possesses a “propor- 


constitution. 

When the Weimar constitu- 
tion was signed on Aug. ll, 
1919, by the first President of 
the German Republic, Friedrich Ebert, hardly 
three-fourths of a year had passed since the 
revolution and collapse of Germany. 

They were months-during which the young 
democracy was exposed to the most terrific 
pressure from without. Moreover, the pains- 
takingly created foundations of a state of 
order threatened to break asunder. 

It was, therefore, not possible under the 
circumstances, to devote @ thought to the or- 
ganic construction of a new democratic form 
of government. The emergency dikes which 
had withstood the winter of revolution, or 
had been newly built up, were heavily broad- 
ened to dams by all who were intent upon 
preventing complete collapse, 

Need for Change. 

In the Weimar constitution is expressed the 
German. people’s- will to maintain the German 
Reich despite all pressure from without and 
all destructive desires from within. Faulty 
constructions contained in this rapidly com- 
pleted edifice were left for correction at a 
later date. 

The 13 years which have gone by since then 
bave made it apparent that the reconstruc- 
tion of the republican constitution of the 
Reich is necessary. 

The spirit which willed the creation of the 
Weimar document as laid down in the second 
part under the heading “fundamental rights 
and duties of the German people,” will dom: 
inate in the future as heretofore. - But it is 
exigent to renéw forms of political life and 
adjust them to the necessities of the people.

The relationship of the 
Reich to the largest of the German states, 
Prussia, necessitates alteration. 

Prussia, which embodies two-thirds of the 
area and population of Germany, is a state 
just like every other state, according to the 
Weimar constitution. Prussia has its Parlia- 
ment and government like the remaining 16 
individual states. But alone, by virtue of its 
size, Prussia is not a state like any one of the 

others. 

Prussia’s Government in Berlin is next to 
that of the Reich. The latter possesses no 
executive power whatever, not even its own 
police. It is not even master in its own 
house, like the Federal Government of the 
United States is in the District of Columbia. 

It is evident, therefore, that this must con- 
stitute a source of friction. Since the foun- 
dation of the Reich in 1871, Prussia has beén 
a firm clamp, connecting the East with the 
West. To destroy this clamp and break up 
‘| Prussia, on the other hand, would contradict 
the historical laws of German national devel- 
opment. _ 

The problem today, therefore, is to recon-

It is the function* ot an opposition party to serve 
the people when they are misgoverned.

If the Democrats and their progressive Re- 
publican alifes can-do*anything to improve it, they 
should move with celerity and make good the popular 
expectation that the country is to have a new deal. 
There should be no barriers in the way. With the 
White House and both houses of Congress in their 
control, the Democrats will stand where Mr. Wilson 
and Congress stood after the eléctions in 1912.

Mayor Miller Will Lay 
Cornerstone’ for New 
Municipal Auditorium. 


> Armistice day, the fourteenth an- 
niversary of the cessation of hostil- 
ities of the World War, will be ob- 
served as a civic holiday next Fri- 
day, with a parade in which 6000 
are expected to march as the high 
spot of the celebration. 

The parade wilt end about 4 p. 
m. at Fourteenth and Market 
streets, where the cornerstone of 
the new municipal auditorium is to 
be laid by Mayor Miller. 

The Mayor has issued a procia- 
mation recalling the “sufferings, 
valor and heroism of the American 
doughboy,” and suggesting that all 
industry and all street traffic, so 
far as possible, stop for two min- 
utes beginning at ¥1 a. m. Friday, 
“that the citizenship may have 
brought vividly to their minds 
those sacrifices and sufferings and 
what blessings of peace really mean 
to a people.” 

The proclamation refers to the 
parade and requests employers to 
grant their workers a half holiday 
so that they may witness it and 
the cerenmionies at thé auditorium. 

30 Musical Units in March. 

War veterans and members of 
civic and fraternal organizations 
will participate in the parade, and 
there will be 30 musical units. Col. 
Edmund J. McMahon is chairman 
of the general committee in charge 
and Col. Albert T. Perkins will be 
grand marshal of the parade. He 
will be assisted by Col. Steven E. 
Lowe, Col. Paul 8. Bliss and Maj. 
James J. McMahon as chairman of 
the three divisions of the parade. 

The marchers will leave Fifteenth 
and Locust streets at 1:55 p. m. 
and will proceed down Locust to 
Twelfth boulevard, north to Wash- 
ington, east to Broadway, south to 
Olive, west to Twelfth, south to 
Market, and west past the review- 
ing stand to be constructed across 
from the auditorium. 

The invocation at the cornerstone 
laying will be by the Rev. Thomas 
Dyer of Odessa, Mo., State Chaplain 
of the American Legion. Talks will 
be made by Mayor Miller, Clarence 
King, president of the St. Louis 
Tourist, Convention and Publicity 
Bureau, and by Forrest Donnell, 
attorney. Assisting the Mayor in 
laying the stone will be E. R. Kin- 
sey, president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service.

MeDarby Declares 


One of the foremost obstacles to 
promotion of maximum safety on 
public highways isthe large num- 
ber of antiquated, dilapidated.mo- 
tor cars to be found in every sec- 
tion of the United States, accord- 
ing to N. E. McDarby, vicé-presi- 
dent in charge of sales of the Au- 
burn Automobile Co. 

These ramshackle vehicles con- 
stitute a genuine menace in normal 
traffic, MeDarby sald, because they 
are not physically equipped to cope 
with the emergencies every driver

Friday afternoon and Saturday 
evening when, for the first time in 
St. Louis Conductor Golschmann 
presents Filip Lazar’s Concerto 
Grosso No. 1. The work has been 
performed with success in Boston 
by the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
which introduced it to this coun- 
try. With it, to complete the pro- 
gram Golschmann will present 
Debussy’s “La-Mer,” ‘and Bee- 
thoven’s Seventh Symphony. 

Lazar isa Rumanian, now liv- 
ing in Paris,- whose . Scherzo 
“Gypsies” has also been performed 
with success. by the Boston, Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati orchestras. 
Not yet 40 years of age, he has 
been devoted to music since he was 
9, at which age he entered. the 
Bucharest Conservatory. 

But interesting as is the Lazar 
novelty, much of the attraction of 
Mr. Golschmann’s programs for 
this week derives from the Debussy 
work,.and from the Beethoven 
Symphony. “La Mer” is a suite 
of three sketches of the sea: “From 
Dawn to Noon Upon the Sea,” 
“Sport of the Waves,” and “The 
Dialogue of the Wind and the Sea.” 

When Golschmann came to St. 
Louis for the first time, his intro-

“While we fully 
appreciate and sympathize with the 
great moral obligation far plant 
rehabilitation and work-sharing 
now, it.is on the basis of sound 
business policy that we are going 
ahead,” he said. 

The Industrial Rehabilitation 
Committee has been urging manu- 
facturers to take advantage of the 
present low cost of labor and ma- 
terials to make desirable changes.

Mortgages. 


The building and loan industry 
today estimated that its associa- 


$750,000,000 on the _ security of 
home mortgages during the first 10 
months of 1932. 

From January to November, the 
United .States Building and Loan 
League reports, about $2,800,000,- 
000 was paid to shareholders in 
building and loan associations 
throughout the nation. 

This sum included dividends paid 
to savers, matured shares paid out, 
home mortgage loans and cash 
loans on security of savers’ shares. 
Of these total disbursements, the 
league estimates, about $2,050,000,- 
000 went to savings investors, with 
$750,000,000 for new home mort- 
gages. 

“An average’ of $280,000,000 a 
month was kept in circulation dur- 
ing the past 10 months,” says the 
league report, “preventing an even 
more marked slump in the market 
upon which every big or little busi- 
ness man must depend for con- 
sumption of his wares. 

“While the associations con- 


jtinued to receive new money from 


home-borrowers paying install- 
ments on their loans, and from sav- 
ers who still had a surplus for in- 


tions have granted loans totaling} 


vestment, their turnover in cash 
was a third of total assets which 
aggregate $8,417,000,000, largely 
the investment of small savers ac- 
cumulating their capital on the in- 
stallment plan. 

“An average of $250 for every 
shareholder in a building and loan 
association is represented by the . 
sum paid out. One-tenth of the 
population of the country is in- 
cluded in the shareholder list. 
“The estimated $750,000,000 
loaned on the security of home 
mortgages played a .large part in 
keeping thousands of owners in 
their homes, while it aided many 
hundreds of families to take advan- 
tage of bargain prices in homes for 
e. 

“As far as it would stretch, this 
money acted as a ballast in the 
residential real estate situation, 
keeping values from falling to even 
lower quotations than they did. 

“At the time of the antihoarding 
campaign begun last February, it 
was estimated that $1,500,000,000. 
was being hoarded and kept out of 
the regular channels of business. 

“In contrast to this, building and 
loan associations up to Nov. 1 have 
put into circulation nearly. twice 
the sum estimated to be in non- 
productive hiding.”

He slashed off 
tackle, skirted the ends, passed and 
punted, until you expected to hear 
his name called on every play.

The real invasion began after European film companies, in compe- 
tition with the American producers, began to develop such stars 
as Pola Negri and Emil Jannings. These two talented artists 
appeared together in “Passion,” a picture based on the life of 
‘“Madame-Du Barry” which was-directed by Ernst Lubitsch. 
Within the next five years both Pola Negri and Jannings 
as well as Director Lubitsch were in Hollywood. 
Greta Garbo also came to Hollywood 
and established a cult long be- 
fore the ‘talking pictures 
were thought of as a 
practical § commercial 
possibility. When the 
“talkies” did = arrive, 
however, the immediate 
effect was to throw all 
foreign stars—practically 
none of whom could speak 
a perfect English — into 
temporary eclipse. Jan- 
nings and Pola Negri went 
back to Europe and it was 
thought that Garbo would 
have to follow _— suit. 
The Hollywood .- pro- 
ducers tried at first to make 
use of their secondary for- - 
eign players by duplicat- 
ing all of their English 
films in several foreign 
tongues. When these 
films were rejected by 
foreign audiences, 
Hollywood sent the 
straight English films to 
Europe ahd European actors were 
employed in a process of fitting translated 
dialogue to the original Hollywood action. This 
movement struck a snag when both the French and 
German Governments forbade the practice by law. That 
was something else again and the Hollywood studios got down 
to a basis of producing their pictures exclusively in English. 
Meanwhile Greta Garbo had successfully made the transition 
from the silent to the “talkies.” In her first picture, “Ansa Christie,” 
she was cast as a Swedish-American girl, thereby providing a justi- 
fication for a rather heavy Swedish accent, In her subsequent pictures, the 
same device was employed, although, as picture succeeded picture, the 
producers began to suspect that the public was quite willing to accept her 
in any role, and it, didn’t care ,if the accent was appropriate or not. 


In the case of Maurice Chevalier, the same lesson was brought home to 
the producers, though much more quickly. In his last few pictures 
he has been presented, accent and all, with no apologies and no 
explanations, in spite of noticeable difference in speech between 
him and his supporting players, who are supposed to be 
speaking the same language.

And 
Lupe Velez, the Mexican hoyden—not to 
mention Dolores del Rio, Raquel Torres, Conchita 
"Montenegro and others—all conform pretty much to 
the well established predilection for black eyes and hot 
blood that American theatergoers and filmgoers always seem 
to have exhibited. : 
But while fashions will undoubtedly change from time to time the 
list of foreign players in Héllywood will probably grow larger instead: 
of smaller. The reason is obvious. The film public wants the best on the 
market in the way of beauty and charm and Hollywood—with its superior 
money power—is plenty able to buy it whether it be English, German, 
Egyptian or what not. This, together with the rapidly growing ascendency 
of English as,a world language, will soon make Hollywood a recognizably 


cosmopolitan—rather than an American—producing 
center. 

The results of this may easily be far reaching. 
For one thing a new brand of English enunciation 
and pronunciation may result, one that is neither 
Oxonian nor Middle West, nor Southern, but a blend 
of all these with a few foreign overtones to give it dash.

Forest Park on Oct. 12. After all, that 

much was to be expected, since every 

pilot of a military plane likes to feel 

that the least of his worries in combat 

would be the men and the guns on the 
ground. 

So it was that there was some good- 
natured complaint about the plan, 
which made the airplanes fly at a 
given altitude and on a given course; 
about the denial to the Air Corps of a 
chance to escape the searchlight beams 
-—an easy job, ask any pilot; about 
the possibility that the spectators on 
the ground might think aircraft had 
no defense against anti-aircraft search- 
lights and guns. But, after all, the 
celebration had been arranged by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel John A. Paegelow, com- 
mandaht of Scott Field, and a flying 
officer himself. If he thought it was 
fair to the Air Corps, well enough. 

Take-off time from Lambert-St. 
Louis Field had been set for 5:45 
o'clock, with a pre-flight discussion of 
the night’s work scheduled for 6:30 
at Scott Field. As the flying officers 
and enlisted men crawled into bundle- 
some flying clothes the six Douglas 
observation planes of the two flights 
were already being warmed up on the 
hangar apron. The din of their ex- 
hausts and the beat of their propellers 
smothered conversation, seemed to 
thrust insistenly at the ear drums. 


R. Love, the commanding officer, 
gave last-minute instructions, 

while pilets and observers knotted 
mufflers and polished at goggles. 

‘‘Remember,”’ he said, ‘‘that all air- 
planes work tonight at 5000 feet, on 
a very definite schedule. Our course 
for the lights begins at the Mississippi 
River, between the Free and Eads 
bridges. Our flights cross that line 
exactly on the schedule to be given 
you at Scott Field. We fly directly 
west. There is to be no turning while 
the lights are on us. 
the lead ship of each formation will 
stand by at the radio ready for 
any instructions that may be 
given after we have taken off 
from Scott. I will lead the 
first formation, and Lieuten- 
ant W. B. Whitacre the sec- 
ond. Let’s get going.”’ 

The sun had set, the au- 
tumn dusk hung between 
ground and the bright sky, 
faintly scented with smoke of 
burning leaves. The ships’ en- 
gines had been throttled back 
so that the bright propellers 
were ticking over slowly as the 
mechanics crawled out and the

In a few 
moments they had pulled up at the 
takeoff line. The formation hesi- 
tated, then broke into @ great roar. 
The ships took life, were off. They 
were circling the airport for altitude 
when Major Love and his formation 
took the ‘air. 

Over the city hung a gray pall of 
smoke and mist, through which lights 
gave off a yellow glow. The radio, 
brought into action as we left the 
ground, brought to the ear phones the 
twitterings of two radio stations, al- 
ready busy at conversation between a 
portable set on the ground at Forest 
Park and the set at ‘Scott Field. 

We were at 1500 feet when we 
crossed the river, sailed leisurely over 
the sprawled lights of East St. Louis-— 
from which the leaping flames of once- 
busy blast furnaces were now strangely 
absent — and 
came within 
sight of Belle- 
ville. A few 
minutes more 
and we had 
picked up the 
lights on the big 
airship hangar at 
Scott Field. Whit- 
acre’s formation had 
already arrived there. 

As we crossed the field 

they were dropping down 

at intervals of about 800 

yards on the landing stage. 

The triangle of their lights 

was clearly marked against the 
black ground as they taxied up 

to the hangars, but disappeared 
mysteriously as they pulled up in 
the glare of the floodlights at the 
line.

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Fifteenth Squadron, gave the pilots 
their schedule.

HE 11 companions selected by 
Oelbermann for the world tour 
gathered at Cologne for the start. 
All but one were Rhineland residents, 
and all but the leader were in their 
teens or early twenties. The youngest 
was Hans Grumann, 15, whose father 
died“in the war. Each had 500 marks 
—about $125—of his own money. 
The party went first to Paris, then 
to Madrid and Lisbon. Leaving the 
European mainland, 
they visited Madeira, 
the Canary Islands and 
went on to Rio de Ja- 
niero.. From the Bra- 
zilian capital they pro- 
ceeded by train to San- 
tos, then to Florianopo- 
lis, where they board- 
ed a plane of one of 
the regular air trans- 
port services and were 
carried to Porto Ale- 
gre. There began one 
of the most interesting 
parts of the trip, a 
three weeks’ hike 
through the Brazilian 
jungle to the Igazu 
Falls. They had pack- 
mules and a_ guide, 
camped in tents beside 
the trail, and took 
turns cooking. They 
encountered wild. 
beasts and reptiles and 
Indians, but had no 
misadventures’ with 
them. But the mos- 
quitoes were terrible. 
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At the end of 
the hike the party 
took a river boat 
to Asuncion, Para- 
guay, and another 
to Buenos Aires.

For this reason, 
all generalizations based on the past 
about what Americans will or will not 
do, about the impotence and corrup- 
tion of government, the impossibility 
of political realignments, all the windy 
phrases about the imperishable tradi- 
tions of democracy and the immaculate 
conception of the Constitution, stand 
suspect and tottering. Anything may 
happen—even the running of a rede- 
signed economic machine by those 
most competent to run it.’’ 

Certainly for the last hundred years 
or so, the author points out, the Gov- 
ernment has not been run by those 
most competent to run it, and that fact 
is largely responsible for the mess we 
are in now. The pioneer tradition has 
colored our thought too long. The 
pioneer was a bold fellow with ax and 
gun, but he was a tifhorous fellow 
when it came to thinking his way out 
of economic difficulties. Rather than 
fight them out on the home front, he 
chose the covered wagon and moved 
on to fresh territory. He had little 
use for government. As a result, gov- 
ernment fell into the hands of those 
too anemic for the great adventure — 
into third-rate, easily-manipulated 
hands. It became the fashion to 
laugh at the state and its officers as 
clowns and nitwits. Business men 
shuddered when Congress went into 
session because of the hampering fol- 
lies and absurdities they felt would 
result. They still do that. Indeed, 
one of Mr. Hoover’s minor sorceries, in 
trying to arrest the depression, was to 
hasten the end of Congress in order 
that business confidence might be re- 
stored. 


ELL, adds Chase, we are pay- 
VV ing a heavy price for neglect- 

ing the Government, just as 
we are paying a heavy price for our 
attitude of indifference toward the 
methods men adopt for making 
money. We have regarded an eco- 
nomic system not as a means where- 
by we can be fed, sheltered and 
clothed, but as a means to achieve 
power and prestige, or as an amusing 
game to be played, the counters being 
those same pieces of paper which form 
purchasing power. 

What man starting in business—the 
question is the author’s—asks himself 
with any care whether the work he 
proposes to do will 
strengthen or weak- 
en the economic sys- 
tem; whether it will 
serve a social func- 
tion; whether it will 
increase or decrease 
the evil effects of 
the business cycle; 
whether it will choke 
or expand the flow 
of purchasing pow- 
er? Hardly anybody 
bothers to inquire 
what an economic 
system is for. Cer- 
tain rules and pro- 
cedures have grown 
up. These are taken 
for granted, and 
within their limits, 
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those responsible for directing eco- 
nomic activity, primarily the busi- 
ness man and the banker, attempt to 
satisfy their egos and play their games. 
This would all be very well if there 
were a divine providerice looking after 
the system, insuring, while men sought 
to amuse themselves, an automatic and 
dependable output of goods. But prov- 
idence, we ought by now to realize, 
displays not the slightest interest in 
steering a mechanism men neglect. 

By way of telling what really is the 
matter with America’s economic sys- 
tem, Chase enumerates the 21 major 
methods by which men strive to get 
rich. Of these he considers only five 
of such nature as to help an economic 
system to function. The other 16 are 
primarily irritations which have com- 
bined to put our economic system in 
its present sick bed. Here they are— 
16 ways to get rich, says Chase, if you 
don’t care what happens to the other 
fellow: 

Number 1. The creation of an artifi- 
cial monopoly and the raising of prices. 
The Rockefeller fortune built upon a 
monopoly of petroleum and the Mellon 
fortune, which thrives on a practical 
monopoly of aluminum deposits are 
good examples. 

2. The tying up of a patent or a 
secret process and charging all that 
the traffic will bear. 

3. The ingenious overcoming of the 
interest rate in selling credit to the 
wayfaring man. Business houses, it is 
pointed out, rarely pay more than 6 
per cent for the money they borrow, 
but a mechanic or clerk who wants to 
build a house, or buy a car, or bury 
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his grandmother, must pay from 10 
to 100 per cent for the privilege. 

4. The manufacturing of a useless, 
adulterated, or even vicious, product 
and creating a demand for it by high- 
pressure selling and advertising. 

5. Akin to the above, and far more 
common, the creation of a demand for 
a product which, good in a modest 
way, deserves no such price or no such 
use as advertising blasts out for it. 

6. The creation of new fashions in 
costumes, fads or novelties and the 
astute manipulation of social pressure 
to market them. One branch of this 
method has been coarsely called the 
“annual model racket,’’ applying par- 
ticularly to the automobile. 


UMBER 7. The manufacture and 

JAY inanipatation of more or less 
dubious stocks and bonds and 
unloading of the same upon the 
public by high - pressure methods. 
The total real property value of 
the United States in 1929 dollars was 
in the neighborhood of 350 billions, 
including land, natural resources and 
producers’ goods—the latter embrac- 
ing factories, improved farm lands, 
machinery, transportation systems and 
raw materials. Upon this valuation, 
instead of, say 50 per cent indebted- 
ness, there has been superimposed a 
colossal fabric of stocks, bonds, mort- 
gages and notes, which in the aggre 
gate is probably at least 500 billions. 
8. Speculating in securities. This 
differs from the practice of unloading 
and manipulating securities discussed 
above, in that it is primarily a trans- 
action based on brokers’ margins. In 
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Stuart Chase, Distinguished Economist, 
Explains W hy We All Suffer 
When a Few Try to Get 


the big bull market of 1929, practical- 
ly the entire literate population was 
running margin accounts and follow- 
ing tips and hunches. As a result, 
some six billion dollars were taken out 
of purchasing power and potentially 
productive capital an congealed in 
brokers’ loans. The whole crazy boom 
and the whole crazy smash were a 
shower of monkey wrenches in the eco- 
nomic machinery. 

9. Speculating in land and natural 
resourtes. Apartment houses, fre- 
quently unneeded, are run up on shoe- 
string credit by speculative builders. 
Bonds and stocks are issued against 
them to a value far in excess of their 
costs. The securities are unloaded on 
the public, the promoter taking a 
whacking profit and retiring from the 
picture. 

10. Speculating in commodities. 
Fortunes made in the wheat pit in 
Chicago are good examples. ... As in 
land speculation, the net effect is to 
block and thwart the orderly develop- 
ment of industry. Industry thrives 
when values and prices are steady, the 
future is calculable, employment main- 
tainable at full volume. Speculation 
thrives on an uncertain future. Specu- 
lation and a purposeful economic sys- 
tem are deadly enemies. 

11. The promotion of parasitic in- 
dustries. This is a favorite method. 
It consists in establishing a factory or 
an industry in a region where labor, 
often child labor, may be secured at 
less than the market rate. The pro- 
moter retains the difference between 
a starvation wage and a decent wage. 

12. Graft in politics. The bulk of 
this traffic is small change, but when 
it comes to the matter of profitable 
franchises for great utility corpora- 
tions, the boy who has hitched his 
wagon to a star can well afford to give 
the subject his undivided attention. 

13. Graft in business. One method 
is the fixing of purchasing agents by 
the vendors of raw materials... Another 
is the widespread custom whereby di- 
rectors make a killing on the stock 
market by virtue of their advance 
knowledge of the company’s balance 
sheet. 

14. Racketeering, technically de- 
fined as ‘‘muscling in’’ on the flow of 
a given commodity—alcohol, bread, 
laundry work, milk, building supplies 
~—from the source to the ultimate con- 
sumer. ) 

15. Dumping surplus production 
abroad. Dumping fn the sense of sell- 
ing abroad below the price charged at 
home is an artificial and hazardous

When the collapse 
comes-——by virtue of 
retaliatory tariffs or 
otherwise——_men are

dollars. A survey shows 111,594 fill- 
ing stations, out of a national total of 
156,671, to be unnecessary; a 71 per 
cent excess, entailing an annual waste 
of $445,000,000. 

Against these 16 methods there are 
five ways of getting rich to which no 
one in his senses can seriously object, 
says Chase, but just try to call to mind 
a few successful practitioners. Here, 
Chase says, are the five avenues: 

No. 1. Through the exercise of great 
artistic ability—painting, sculpture, 
music, writing, architecture. 

2. Through the exercise of great 
professional ability—-medicine,  en- 
gineering, the law. 

3. By virtue of a useful invention. 
This applies to the inventor only. Nor- 
mally, not the first exploiter, but the 
second exploiter of his. invention 
makes the real money. 

4. By virtue of a great scientific 
Giscovery. 

5. By the skillful and humane man- 
agement of a large industrial enter- 
prise. Mr. Ford immediately comes to 
mind, the author explains, but some- 
how does not fit in’ the category. It 
is true that he gave us a motor car at 
an incredibly low cost for the time. 
It is true that he worked out some 
valuable principles in the mechanics 
of mass production. It is probably un- 
true that the treatment of his em- 
ployes ean be called either efficient or 
humane, though this was his third 
great objective. His labor turnover is 
very high, and few men have worked 
for him who did not come to hate him.

of the first list with those of 
the second. Is there, the author in- 
quires, any wonder that distribu- 
tion is impaired and that pur- 
chasing power of the consumer is 
inadequate? 

“It is not the profit which the for- 
tune hunter actually takes which 
makes the bulk of the trouble,” writes 
Chase. “It is the waste and malad- 
justment he creates in trying to take 
it. For every success there are scores 
of failures, and most of the failures 
are responsible for at least as much 
dislocation as the success. In an econ- 
omy of abundance, properly organized, 
we could probably stand the cash drain 
on purchasing power caused by the 
profiteers and absentee owners. What 
no system can bear indefinitely is the 
continual rowelling of its vitals by 
those who are trying to get rich. It 
makes little difference whether they 
succeed or fail; the operation is disas- 
trous in either case. If we took all the 
income away from the wealthy and 
distributed it to the rest of the popu- 
lation, the standard of living of the 
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_ latter would be increased, according to 


Professor Bowley, only some 10 per 
cent. But if we could eliminate the 
gyrations of those who are trying to 
become wealthy, we could abolish pov- 
erty and double the standard of living 
virtually over night. 

“What is an economic system for? 
It is to provide a means without ex- 
cessive waste and loss, whereby those 
who live under it may eat. It has a 
function, and the function is to provide 
food, shelter, clothing and comforts in 
as dependable and adequate quantities 
as natural resources and the state of 
the technical arts permit, just as the 
function of human physiology is to 
supply every cell with enough oxygen 
and nutriment. When used as a chan- 
nel for personal aggrandizement, a sys- 
tem's function and meaning collapse. 
It becomes an industrial whirlpool, 
throwing out a certain amount of

This announcement was made at 
about the same time newspapers car- 
ried fulsome front-page stories about 
the coming of the seientist, Albert Ein- 
stein, to live and work at the school 
of higher mathematics especially or- 
ganized for him at Princeton. The an- 
nouncement of Einstein’s coming, of 
course, overshadowed that of Grosz, 
but the truth of the matter is that the 
residence here of Grosz is really prob- 
ably of more immediate concern to the 
citizens of this country than the com- 
ing of Einstein. 

Einstein’s cosmic researches may 
eventually contribute to a new con- 
cept of the universe and hence a new 
philosophy of life, but they can have 
little immediate importance for the av- 
erage man on the street. On the other 
hand, the coming of Grosz is of imme- 
diate significance. He is coming here 
to study and depict the American 
scene. Through the medium of pencil 
and paint, which won him a host of 
enemies and admirers in Burope, he 
will focus his great gifts for social 
criticism on the life about him, 

The coming of Grosz, with his great 
ability as a satiric artist, is in fact of as 
much importance to this country as 
would be the going of Sinclair Lewis, 
our great satiric writer, to Germany, 
say, to take up residence there and to 
write about the life he encountered. 
For just as Sinclair Lewis has in his 
novels held up for closer inspection 
certain phases of American life, and 
thereby precipitated no end of discus- 
sion and controversy, Grosz, in Ger- 
many, has been able to do the same 
thing with his drawings and paintings. 

In fact, Grosz has been able to cause 
even more division of opinion and con- 
troversy, for three times the authori- 
ties have been offended and outraged 
enough by his drawings to haul him 
to jail, to fine him and to ban the pub- 
lication of his drawings. Sinclair Lew- 
is has been bombarded from platform 
and pulpit,.and certain libraries have 
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seen fit to ban his works, but the 
supreme compliment of being arrested 
for his mordant expression has never 
been dealt him. The publication of 
some of Grosz’s folios of drawings has 
been forbidden, not only in Germany, 
but in practically all the countries of 
Central Europe. 

Grosz is coming here to teach art and 
to take up his position as associate art 
editor of Americana, a newly-organized 
satiric magazine, which will furnish 
him with a monthly outlet for his 
artistic expression. And if you are 
inclined to deprecate Grosz’s power to 
stir up controversy, it might be added 
that the mere announcement of his 
coming to teach has already precipitat- 
ed a tempestuous row in art circles, 
and that the controversy over him as- 
sumed such proportions at the Art Stu- 
dents’ League, where he is to teach, 
that two members of the Board of Con- 
trol resigned in anger and the student 
body held mass meetings of indigna- 
tion. It was one of the bitterest art 
battles ever fought in New York, with 
the conservative element of the board 
refusing to permit Grosz to teach on 
the ground that while he was perfect- 
ly equipped technically, his influence 
was regarded as unhealthy for Ameri- 
can youth. 


by John Sloan, eminent Ameri- 

can painter, and president of the 
league, dined up for Grosz, and feeling 
became so bitter that Sloan resigned 
beeause of the league’s ‘“‘moss-back at- 
titude,’’ while Jonas Lie, also a cele- 
brated artist and member of the Na- 
tional Academy, sent in his resignation 
in protest against Grosz. 

But the Sloan faction won out even- 
tually, and Grosz was invited to be- 
come a member of the faculty. At the 
same time Alexander King, a young 
artist with a sgore of beautifully illus- 
trated books to his credit, organized 
Americana---which has been called the 
Ballyhoo of the intellectuals—appoint- 
ed Gilbert Seldes, author and critic, as 
literary editor, and made Grosz associ- 
ate art editor: The circulation of the 
magazine is already over the 60,000 
mark, which means that Grosz’s draw- 
ings will have a large and widespread 
audience. Provided, of course, that 
the Government authorities or the po- 
lice don’t step in, as they did several 
times in Germany, to ban Gross’s 
work. | 

It was just four years ago that the 
latest and most sensational of Grosz’s

exploded into public notice. A novel 
called ‘“‘Schweik, the Good Soldier,”’ 
was published in Germany. It was a 
satire on war. The publisher, Wieland 
Herzfelde, commissioned Grosz to 
make some drawings for it. Now 
Grosz is violently opposed to anything 
that smacks of war. He served 
through most of the World War, saw 
its futile and destructrve horrors at 
first hand, and came out of the army 
with a grim and uncompromising bit- 
terness toward this enemy of civiliza- 
tion. It was his feeling that the church 
and priests and preachers betrayed 
their trust when they not only acqui- 
esced to the war, but became its pulpit 
champions. 

He sought to express these feelings 
in hie drawings for the book. He sim- 
ply drew a picture of Christ crucified 
on the Cross, wearing a pair of mili- 
tary boots and a gas mask. And un- 
derneath it the simple words, ‘‘Maul 
halten und weiter dienen,” which may 
roughly be translated as ‘Keep your 
mouth closed and you'll never get into 
trouble.” 

It was a simple drawing, as one may 
easily enough see, buf its implications 
were powerful, and very disturbing. 
So disturbing, in fact, that persons of 
authority, in state and church, prompt- 
ly raised a hue and cry and Grosz and 
his publisher were arrested. The pow- 
erful little drawing had obviously 
struck the marks for which Grosz had 
aimed. Grosz and Herszfelde, the pub- 
lisher, were charged with blasphemy 
and sacrilege and brought to trial. 
They were found guilty of the charge 
and were fined 2000 marks each.
